THE LEGISLATURE OPENS. 


The Speech from the Throne promises a gen¬ 
erous legislative bill-of-fare for the session which 
opened yesterday. Such deliverances, however, 
only outline the set courses and never arc regarded 
as safe buses of estimates of the duration or even 
the general character of the proceedings. They 
can take no note of the impromptu dishes because 
Governments cannot know whut these are going 
to be. Some of the longest and liveliest sessions of 
Parliaments and Isjgislatures have been heralded 
by the shortest and most stereotyped Speeches 
from His Majesty’s representative. The pro¬ 
gramme forecasted in the Speech read Iby HU 
Honor yesterdaty, however, is not ogly generous in 
■cope but contains many numbers of exceptional 
importance. The enactment of measures concern¬ 
ing the re-establismcnt of our soldiers and other 
aspects of demobilisation anil reconstruction in 
pursuance of the understanding reached at the 
Ottawa conference of Premiers, initiated by Mr. 
Oliver, will have a national bearing. The Domin- 
iflti Parliament will make similar provision at its 
forthcoming Session and it is anticipated that 
these processes by the Provincial Legislatures wjll 
eliminate the danger of overlapping and conflict of 
jurisdiction and responsibility between the two au¬ 
thorities in dealing with this most pressing

THE GERMAN COLONIES 


The German colonies are to be under the trus¬ 
teeship of the League of Nations, which will Rive 
to members a mandate to administer them in the 
best interests of their inhabitants. That appears 
ito be the principle on which this knotty problem 
bos been settled by the Pence Conference. It may 
be assumed that under this arranffemeut the Union 
of South Afriea will, he charged by the League 
with the administration of German East Africa 
and German -Southwest Afriea, France with that 
of the Kameruns, and Australia and -Japan with 
the administration of the various Pacific Islands 
occupied by them. 

This arrangement possesses some of the condi¬ 
tions under which Great Britain was connected 

( with the administration of Egypt until 1904, She 
and France had agreed upon the dual supervision 
of the ancient land of the Pharaohs and for a time 
carried out a joint administration.
